CUNFESSION OF A MURDERER. 
HOW THE MASSACRE Was 
PLANNED. 

(From our Own Correspondent). | 
Foochow, Sopt. 12, | 

In wy last letter I told of tho captare by 
some Home-guards of Minchiang Chek, 
the man who Ied the Vogetarians to Hwa 
Sang on the night of tho massacre, and of 
his being brought to Kucheng on Tuesday, 
tho 3rd inst. On the following day he was 
brought before the Court, end made a full 
confession, The following is a careful! 
translation of it aa it was teken down, | 
word for word, as it fell from his own lips. 
Lomit most of tho Chinose names as they 
aro without general interest, 

“Tam 47 years old, and reside in tho 
11th townehip of the Minchiang District. 
My parents died s vural yoars ago. My 
wifo is also dead, Iam the eldest of three 
Dretbers, and oma duclor and brezicr by 
trade. At tho age of 26 I became a Vege- 
tarian, my name being proposed by Ding 
Nuong Ming of the Iong Bing Prefecture. 
Oo the 9th of tho 12th moon of Jet year 
I camo to Kucheng, and induced vight 
men (names given) to join tho sccioty. 
They had all beon opiam smokers and wera 
cured of tho habit by me, Agcording to 
one of the fixed rules of the Society each 
of them paid 1680 cash a4 su initiation fea. 
After this the lesder of the sect gave mo a 
new namo, calli mo Buo Heng,

DUFLICITY OF THE PREFECT. 

On Monday, I wired you tbat on the 
previous Tuesday the Prefect had. aecretly 
liberated eleven of the prisonors. I should 
havo eaid Thursday. The facts were these, 
and they ahow how utterly impossible it is 
to pat the alightest confidence in the word 
of a Chinese official ; they aleo slow bow 
immense are the obstacles the Commission, 
has to contend with, and how the energy of 
a feurless man overcomes them. Beforo 
the joint sessions of the Court began it was 
agreed between the Foreign Commissioners 
ond the Chincae officials that all the pri- 
soners should be trivd before the full court, 
and that none should be released withont a 
formal acyuittel. Notwithetonding this 
the  refect secr:t'y literated nine of them 
on Thursday. On Friday, Colonel Bizeon, 
the United States Consul, in fall session of 
the Court, asked the Prefect tho reason for 
this breach of contrac’, dad demanded the 
re-arrest of the pisunere, The Prefect 
replied that he: avas convinced of their 
inuoornce aud that they were guaranteed 
by tho Licng Kak, or Homo-guards, He 
also promised their ro-arrest in ten days, 
but it was demanded within five, Now 
comes tho signiticant part of the story; in 
the sfternoon of that very day it wus 
proved by two witnesses that two of the 
e'oven men were ¢irectly implicated in the 
massacre, and that une of the two had 
carried off a grost load ef plunder from 
Hwa Sang! No one will be surprieed that 
among the Chinese at Kuachong there are
